His gra. father, Adlai Ewing 
Stevenson, was vice-president of 
the United States to Grover 
Cleveland’s presidency in the 
second term of the great Demo- 
crat who, in 1884, brought the 
party back from the long years of 


disaster brought on by the party 
split in 1860, a split which en- 
abled Abraham Lincoln, Repub- 
lican nominee, to be elected even 
though he received a minority of 
popular votes. 

Governor Stevenson posgesses 
a background of political and ex- 
ecutive experience which is un- 
usual and causes one to wonder 
why it has not heretofore been 
exploi‘ 1 by his party on a na- 
tional basis. The Stevenson saga 
is one which has excellent sales 
possibilities and one to which a’ 
national convention can give its 
vocal cords without any urging 
from cheer leaders. 

The governor’s record in the 
Illinois Statehouse is one which 
excites admiration. Before being 
nominated and elected in Illinois 
he had a public service career 
which is sound and progressive. 
In the light of unofficial mum- 
blings from the White House, it 
seems most likely President Tru- 
man will withdraw from the con- 
vention and urge the Stevenson 
nomination. If he doesn’t the 
presence of Stevenson will likely 
make him less able to control the 
convention. 

Here is a man who would be 
almost sure to defeat Senator 
Taft should he be the Democratic 
choice. And he~-would have 
a better chance against General 
Fisenhower should that great 
gentl-man be able to break 
through the defenses of the GOP 
Old Guard than any other Dem- 
ocrat. 


Grandpa Adlai 


His grandfather was born in 
Kentucky of Scotch-Irish Pres- 
byterian parents, who migrated 
to Illinois in 1852. Young Ste- 
venson was at Centre College, 


Ky., when his father’s death 
made it necessary to quit. He 
went to work, read law at night, 
- gnd was admitted to the bar in 
1858. In 1866 he married the 
daughter of the president of Cen- 
tre College, Letitia Green. 

A staunch Democrat, he cam- 
paigned for Douglas against Lin- 
coln in 1858 and 1860. He was 
twice elected to Congress, in 1874 
and 1878. Grover Cleveland made 
him assistant postmaster general 
in 1885 and gave him the job of 
removing some 40,000 fourth- 
class postmasters who had grown 
fat in office during the long 
span of Republican rule. He did 
it so painlessly that few of those 
removed criticized him, though 
GOP newspapers wrote harshly 
of it. In 1889 Senate Republicans 
avenged themselves by refusing 
to confirm him for a place on the 
Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. He was a strong Cleve- 
land man and came to the con- 
vention in 1892 as head of the 
Illinois delegation. He was chosen 
for the vice-presidency as the 
only man able to unite the Demo- 
cratic factions, and soon he was 

residing over the senators who 
had refused to confirm him for a 
judgeship. He twitted them not 
at all, and they became his loyal 
friends.

Flood waters rolled down the 
Ohio River Sunday, driving ap- 
proximately 2,000 persons in Ohio 
and West Virginia from their 
homes. 

At least four persons were re- 

ported dead or missing. 
* Ohio’s adjutant general alerted 
National Guard units to stand by 
on an emergency basis as trucks 
and rowboats carried hundreds of 
persons to safety. The river rose 
toward a predicted crest of 12 feet 
over flood stage. 

Trucks and rowboats carried 
hundreds to safety as the ram- 
paging river swelled towards a 
predicted crest of 12 feet over 
flood stage. 

About 900 residents of New 
Cumberland, W. Va., were evac- 
uated about midday, and about 
the same number were taken 
from their homes in the villages 
of Empire and Stratton, Ohio, 
south of East Liverpool. 

The Red Cross set up temporary 
shelter for some of the evacuated 
families in the river patrol bar- 
racks, a large building near Em- 
pire.

A meeting of staff officers 
scheduled at Panmunjom Monday 
to begin work on a UN blueprint 
for carrying out the terms of an 
armistice—when and if one is 
reached—was postponed 24 hours 
at Communist request, presubably 
to let the Communists prepare 
their own plan. 

Communist reaction to the UN 
proposal on Red Cross inspection 
after the armistice was not re- 
ported immediately. The Commu- 
nists have bluntly refused to per- 
mit Red Cross representatives into 
North Korea during the peace 
talks. 

The new proposal was put forth 
by Rear Admiral Ruthven E. Libby 
in a l-hour- and-40-minute ses- 
sion— the longest in weeks—and 
came after the Allies began a 
speed-up campaign Sunday. by 
dropping discussion of airfield 
construction. 

Libby’s proposal would allow 
the Red Cross to visit all camps 
when desired—after the armistice

“Our national policy is to

The providing of ground 
armies that might be needed to oppose the Russians should be “Eu- 
rope’s sole problem,” Hoover declared in a speech that was carried 
on the nationwide radio and television networks of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System. He spoke at 1:30 p. m. from New York. 


Hoover’s speech was intended, | 
he said, to revive “the great de-| 


bate” of a year ago, when in .a| 
similar speech he opposed the dis- 
patch of American ground forces 
to Europe. Sunday, he demanded 
that the policy of the “calculated 
risk” on which he embarked then 
be reconsidered in the light of 
events of the last year. 

His theme, in the main, was 
that the European countries were

Mossadegh’s curiously worded 
message—which at first appeared 
to be so much Iranian double-| 
talk—contained a cautious hint 
that Iran may be willing to re- 
new oil negotiations with Britain. 

It showed no inclination by the 
premier, however, to budge from 
extreme nationalistic stand in de- 
manding complete control over the 
rich oil wealth of the country, 
once a British asset. His message 
may have been aimed at feeling 
out the government of Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill for a pos- 
sible move at reconciliation. 

Mossadegh’s message was read 
later to newsmen by Minister of 
Roads Javad Bushehri, who re- 
fused to elaborate, saying “it 
speaks for itself.” 

The message said “the Iranian 
government and nation never de- 
sired the slightest difference at 
any time with any government. I 
do not see why the British gov-| 
ernment has not yet settled a

On Abolition of the Office of Coroner 


Atlanta—May we reply to a 
recent letter, in your “Pulse of 
the Public” column, which criti- 
cized the stand of the League of 
Women Voters of Atlanta, re- 
garding the abolition of the of- 
fice of coroner? 

For the past 11 years the 
League of Women Voters of At- 
lanta has consistently pointed 
out the need to abolish this of- 
fice as it has become archaic. 
Technical training is necessary 
in order to perform the essen- 
tial community services of this 
office. The coroner has no pol- 
icy-making functions and there- 
fore need not be responsive to 
the will of the people as ex- 
pressed at the polls. In addition, 
certain services for which he is 
responsible are performed by 
other departments as well. These 


nical 


partially overlapping functions 
should be consolidated. 

Progressive communities all 
over the country have abolished 
the elected coroner and sup- 
planted him with the modern, 
efficient medical examiner 
trained especially for this job, 
and chosen under civil service 
rules on the basis of his tech- 
qualifications. The ap- 
pointment of administrative and 
technically qualified officials is 
a sound principle of good gov- 
ernment. 

As for those aspects of the 
work of the medical examiner 
which would involve criminal 
and/or court proceedings, the 
model law provides that he turn 
over to the public prosecutor (in 
Geérgia, solicitor-general) all 
records of cases requiring fur-

an excuse now, of which they are making use, in President Tru- 
man’s failure to demand vigorously a tax increase program, though 
he said plainly enough in his budget message that in his judgment 
the situation “calls, at the very least, for the amount of additional 
revenue by which last year’s legislation fell short of my recom- 


mendations.” 

That would be around $5,000,- 
000,000. ' 

Nothing will be done about 
that, of course. 


The reasons are clear. There 
are two. First, it would be po- 
litically unwise ag well as a 
plain injustice to load further 
tax burdens on the small tax- 
payer. That could not be de- 
fended on any ground. Second, 
Congress does dare to 
close the gaping pholes in 
existing law by which special 
privileged interests now ¢es- 
cape taxation. The latter are 
powerful politically, especially 
in an election year when they 
are the source of campaign 
funds. 


Yet, if these loopholes were 
closed, the Treasury could get 
at least the five billions that 
President Truman suggested. 
Gongress could then proceed, 
with clearer conscience, and try 
to achieve the economies which, 
if the budget is to be balanced, 
would require seven-odd bil- 
lions of savings since the deficit 
is estimated at $14,400,000,000. 


Curiously enough, the most 
vociferous clamor for economy 
comes from those same interests 
that enjoy tax favors and ex- 
emptions of one sort and an- 
other. At the same time, they 
bring influence to bear in Con- 
gress to protect their privileges 
which, of themselves, help build 
up deficits by cutting down tax 
yields. They are, too, the very 
interests which gain most from 
our Democratic capitalistic sys- 
tem, with its safeguards for pri- 
vate enterprise, and might be 
expected to be ready to invest 
the most in a defense program to 
maintain that system against the 
threats of Communist totalita- 
rianism. 

Once Congress opened the 
Pandora tax box, out would pop 
the demand that, first of all, it 
remove these privileges of which 
the public is becoming increas- 
fngly conscious. President Tru- 
man has called attention to them 
repeatedly, as he did again in 
his budget message. 

For example, there is the 27% 
per cent depletion allowance for 


oil, a flat deduction that was 
slipped into the tax law back in 
1927 and has been protected by 
the powerful oil industry since. 
There is no reason whatever for 
such an allowance, as any tax 
expert can tell you. Repeatedly, 
but in vain, the Treasury has 
urged a reduction to 15 per cent, 
which would be generous. 

In his budget message Presi- 
dent Truman pointed out an- 
other special tax concession, that 
allowed the shipping industry, 
which is in addition to lavish 
subsidies. The latter, them- 
selves, have been shown to be 
out of line in exhaustive checks 
by the general accounting office 
under direction of Comptroller 
General Lindsay ‘Warren, him- 
self a former House leader. 


Likewise, he asked for a cut 
in mail subsidies to airlines. 

All these concessions and 
many more are carefully con- 
cealed in appropriation bills so 
the public cannot find about 
them, as the President carefully 
explained, or secreted in tech- 
nical language of tax bills. Oc- 
casionally they have been ex- 
posed in Congress by public- 
spirited members, but little pub- 
licized.

ner and the coroner’s jury. In 
this way the rights of the pub- 
lic and the individual are both 
protected.

The ruse 
worked ... which proves what 
a good girdle can do for a gal. 

But, let’s face it. Only when a 
girdle is used as a smooth fin- 
ishing touch can it beautify the 
feminine form. After all, no gir- 
die can make fat disappear. The 
fat has to go somewhere .-. . 
either forward or back, above or 
below. 

It should be replaced with live 
muscle tone, for streamlines de- 
pend on muscle tone.
